Cuslpms Tariffit 

Our ftttention has joat been directed 
to a leading article which recently ap- 
peared In-a paper oeoasionally published 
at New WeBtmittBter, upon the Impor- 
tant subject' or Castoms Tariffj.^ 
have more than once had^oooasion to 
allude to the insaOQ pue'rilitieB for 
which the paper in quefition 
i8 chi-Qy remarkable; but we .must 
oonfosB that the artiolo under re- 
view oxcelU i^il that have gono 
before it. After getting off a fitting 
prelude aboal the people of the Main- 
land having been ' handed over to naoal 
galling slavery, when they were placed 
in the haads of the Islanders,' it is broad- 
ly ttBEerted that Victoria is moved by 
purely Bolfish motives in desiring the 
Canadian Tariff in proferonce to ii re- 
tention of the existing one ; that the 
fixed determinaiioo of the people oi 
Victoria is to sacrifioa that 
» BCctioQ of the Colony to thoir 
greedy desire to make a few dollars pro- 
fit OQ the imponatioQ ol fljur, robbing 
the Colony of a thousand dollars for 
every one they gain by the immediate 
adoption of the Canadian Tariff.* Now 
one woold have to aesame extreme ver- 
dancy on the part of the dwellers on the 
Lower Fraser in order to believe them 
capable ot being carried away by aach 
frothy twaddle. Tho present protective 
tariff has been in force obout throe 
years and a halt and, notwithstanding 
that it impoBea tho enormous duly of one 
dollar and a half npon every barrel of floor, 
the enlire population west of the Cas- 
cade Rttige 8tiU ooosames foreign flour, 

in fact, more exolnsively so than was 

the case before the present high duty 
•was imposed I Do not tho people of 
Yale and Hope consume foreign flour 1 
Do not the people of Now WoslminBler 
and Burrard Inlet consume foreign flour? 
Do not. the farmers below and above 
New WeBtminisler, at Langley, Maple 
Ridge, SnmaB, Ohilliwhaok, all consuaae 
foreign flour 7 They oould do no more 
under the Cauadiun tariff; but they 
would got rid of a dollar and a quarter 
of taxation on every barrel consumed. 
Where, than, does the » robbery ' come 
in ? Itst nkM 08 very forcibly that if 
there is ao'' ' robbery * in tho case it 
would be on the other side — tbat the 
retention of the present tariff would 
causo an extra dollar and a quarter to 
be sent away to Ottawa for every barrel 
of flour coDsamed weat.ot. the Cascade 
Bange. If It oonid be show i that by 
retaining th' 3 eno oaous duty upon bread 
■we should be enabled to raise oar own, 
the ease would be different. But wo 
have tho evidence of oxporionce and 
facts against <■ Is theory. There wag 
an attempt made to grind our own flour 
before the present duly was imposed. 
There is none now. And our own im. 
pression is that, for many years to 
come iho farraera in the low- 
■ er country will find more profitable em- 
ploymoot in other branches than they 
will m wheat-growlngi? J!rait, vege- 
tables, dairy produce and live Btook— 
the last named ei'ijoying a much higher 
protection under the'Cauadian tariff' than 
under tho present— will chielly absorb 
tho attontioD of tho agricultural olaHuos 
during tho period which would be cov- 
ered by our present tarifif, and they will 
fiud an ttoiplo market. As for the silly 
Charge about Tictoriaus being actuated 
by a desire to make a profit on iinpori- 
ed flour, that is easily answered. What 
is to hinder^tho mBrchanta of Now West- 
minster and other places importing 
whatflonr is consumed by thelrcnstom- 
era ? In thia way the profits would not 
gpjnto the proketa of Victorians. But 
Ojr contemporary becomes more inter- 
esting as he becomes mora 8|)ueiric. i i 
enumerating tho principal iuots (?) 
which, it is ussericd, should alono bo 
euQiciunt to cauiO the rejection of the 
Canadian Tariff, ho says ' it would in- 
jure the businesBOf brewers and spirit 
dealers, the latter to a at ious extent;' 
and ho proceeds to any that Canadian 
whiskey would como in froo and would 
snpersodo brandy, and ovory little sha'-i'.y 
would bu turned into a whiskey shop, 
whore the ardou!. will bu retailed at 3 
oentaadrinki Now, it is clear from 
this that our contemporary has overlooked 
ono important fact: Canadian whiakoy 
would come in free just as much under 
the present tariff as under tho Canadian 
ono. .Nay, more, bocauso by the relen" 
tion of our preaunl tariff and the con* 
sequent high daty on all foreign liquors, 
the indooement to uaO Canadian whiskey 
would bo very materially increased ; 
and surely it would lie mjro likely to 
flupersedo brandy paying a duty of $2,60 
nor aallun than brandy paying only SOoonts 
\Vithoul prftcndiQi; to say how far tho 
■writer in tlm Nnw VVusirniuHter paper niiijlil 
HuDer Iroai a reduotiou in Ihe pticu o( liquore, 
y,e do nol opprehond ibat such a ooudiiion 
BBbebM painted would result from the au^ 
oeptanoe of the Caaadrtin tar;ll. The num- 
ber of ' whiskey shops ' would be apt to de- 
pend more upon the prioa of Boirif lioeDBM 
tbiin tbo duty on liquots ; and lh«e l» Ibia 
to be oonsidoi ed, tbat the rovenua »ocrnmg 
from llio lormer would bo retained in tbo 
coloDV lor local purpo«ffl, wberaas that of 
the lallcr would go lo O tawa 1 Bat it la 
notlectly cortaio that oar oonlomporaty has 
undortttlsoQ to write upon a ••nbjeat reipeot- 
inn which hia ignorance is as ptolound as 
his Dresamption is unbounded. Ha con- 
linnei ''I'ho duty on luroign apiiits will bo 
reduced to 80 cunl.s por (jallon. a porreoti) 
siiciifioao lovaoue.'

from S2 50 to 80 cents per gallon would be

Editor BniTrsii Colonut ; — You have 
oDca or twice mentionod tbo state ol the trail 
to Sooke, and it him aUn been stroogly ra- 
preaenced at the Land Ofilca; but there seems 
little hope of anything being dona, Thu 
eettlorei were promised that the trail should 
bo made perfectly good for riding and also 
that, tlie btoainor Do'iglas should run regu- 
larly oDoe a month. iVlr Titus and bis men 
worked od'tbe trail for about ten days and 
put it in a fair way for eoramsr travel, bnt 
nothing was done to tha bridges and swanpy 
places, as it was said the money was not aol- 
fijiaut, alihougb $.300 was votod by Govern- 
ment, besides tbe road tax — nearly as much 
more.

Thb Loss or thb laoNOLAD ' Captain.'— 
Bjr the mail yesterday we hare confirmatory 
intelligence of tbe loss of Oapt Oowper Oolos' 
turret ship, tbe Oaptaia— an account of whoso 
successful pcrformanoos on her trial trip we 
gi\vu II few wotks ago. Cupt Oowper Coloj, 
tho inventor of the turret priiiclplo, Uapt Bur- 
(joyne, V C, who was hero on lha GangL's, Dr 
Biirtoa, StiitF-Snrgoon of U iVS Zealous whuu 
thai vessel was on hor firat commiaaion ia 
theae waters, together with 500 oincors and 
men, went down in her. Tho American pn- 
pors assort that 18 aurvivors were picked up, 
but Admiral Milne in his report saja nothing 
about them. Tbo ship foundered on the night 
of the 6ib idept. off Oapa de Finiaterre. Chief 
Conatrnotor B^ed of the Nawy emphatically 
condemnfld the plaa of the Oaptain, and only 
the last mail we read a loiter in the LoHdon 
Timet from Oipt Coles defending his plans. 
Admiral Milne, in hia report, says ; ' I was on 
board the Captain on tho morning of the Gtb. 
Everything waa in order. A sailing trial be- 
gan in tho afternoon. The breeze waa mod- 
erate and the ships carried royals. At 4 in the 
afternoon tho broozu freshened. Tho Captain 
was making from U to 12 knots. It was ob^ 
served that tho sea washed over her loo deck, 
her gunwale being aometimos level with tho 
water. I loft the Captain iit 5:30 p m, whoii 
she was 90 miles otV Fiiiiaterro. Hvolutiona 
were resumed and continued from 8 to U' p 
m, the ships being at their designated posi- 
tions. A weati^ard course was taken. At 11 
p mthe wind froabened, the barometer fell and 
a gale sprung up. Onr sails wore reefed. Tbe 
Captain was close astern of the flag-ship, 
snaraing steadily and gaining on us. I no-, 
ticed at 1:15 um tbat she was aix points abalt 
onr beam, keeling over very much, llcr light, 
a few minutes tutor wus still visible, aftor 
which R thick raia shut her out. At dnwii 10 
Bliips of the lltel were to bo seen, t)ut the Cap- 
tain was missing. Tho squadron scattered to 
search for her, when fragmonta of tbo wreck 
were found, but no survivors.' Anotlinr ac' 
count says thai 18 of the crew of tho Captain 
have reached Ooarobeda. They report that 
another boat full of people was stove and all 
on board lost. The experts think tbe Oaptnin 
was run down hj some other Tesael. Uer 
steam power was bo great that the story of 
ber having gone ashore ia scarcely credited, -
